•were rend by the sheriff at 10:50, and ten 
minutes later the first procession started 
on it.-, way to the gallows. The three 
blacks vuilked up the steps with a firm 
tread and exhibited no signs of 
fear 


throughout the trying ordeal. All con- 
fessed tln-ir crimes and said they had made 
their pe.ice with God. 
The drop fell at 


11:24 and the necks of all threes men were 
broken. 


Stupefied with \Vhl»ky. 


A delay of forty minutes occurred, anc 


then Brriiish. supported by two deputy 
sheriff;,, half walked and half staggerer: 
up the steps on to the drop. When askec 
if he had anything to say he attempted to 
speak but the wound in his throat pre- 
vented him speaking above a whisper, and 
he soon gave it up. He was stupefied with 
whisky und exhibited no concern. The 
drop fell at 12:22, and two minutes latei 
life was pronounced extinct, hi» neck be 
ing broktn by the fall. All the men were 
murderura. 
Breniah, the white 
man 


killed his wife on the night of July 5, 1889 
and then cut his throat, but physiciai 
saved his life. Parker Harris' crime was 
Identical with that of Brenish.

chanic arts now established, or which may 
he hereafter established, in accordance 
with an act of congress approved July a, 
1862, the sum of S15.000 for the year ended 
June SO, IHtiO, and an annual increase of 
the amount uf such appropriation there- 
after for the ten years by an additional 
sum of Sl.OOO over the preceding year, 
and the annual amount to be paid there- 
after to each state and territory shall be 
$25,000; provided, that no money shall be 
paid out under this act to any etate or

force to all other countries? South Ame 
iea can giye us hides and great qimntit'n 
of certain kinds of wool.

In fact the South Amer 
lean's country is so rich in nature's gift 
that its people make a specialty of what w 
call luxuries. In fact they have had s< 
many luxuries they have grown a trifle care- 
legs about such plebeian things M necessi 
ties. Those people haven't been raised 
3ost right to go into raptures over our con 
bread and deadly biscuit. 


Some innocent soul once told a hungr} 


mob that was clamoring for bread to gc 
home and eat pie and cake. She was 
monument of eternal wisdom when com 
pared with Mr. Blaine who would induce 
the pie and cake eaters of South America 
to sail along a few thousand miles of 
in order to whet their teeth ou one of our 
crusts. The fact of the matter is that 
South America is so situated It can become

THE REPUBLICANS DEFEAT THE 


FARMERS' CANDIDATE 


And Put Up it Cook County Man for Treas- 


urer—A Splrltleu Convention—Without 
Any Enthu«lBB:n—No Candidate for Sen- 
ator Named—No Attention Paid to the 
Federation's Deumnda. 
It the republicans ot Illinois do not show 


more spirit and enthusiasm and display 
better judgment In the campaign now fairly 
opened than they did at their state conven- 
ion at Springfield yesterday, the democrats 
will certainly have an easy time of It. 


A greater contrast to the democratic con- 


vention which preceded It could hardly be 
magined, and the contrast, for it could 
mrdly be called a comparison, forced Itself 
upon everyone who saw both conventions. 
;t is easy enough for a democrat to draw 
upon his Imagination and underestimate the 
mportauce of any gathering of his political 
adversaries, but in this case the facts are so 
much stronger than any fiction the most 
tuagfnative democrat could conjure up, 
hat a plain narrative serves the purpose 
letter than anything else. 


When the democrats had possession of 


Springfield on the 4th lust, there were brass 
jands and banners, campaign badges and 
tiandkerchiefs. Pictures of Cleveland and 
Mrs. Cleveland and of Gen. Palmer were 
everywhere displayed. There was a geuu- 
ne enthusiasm which blossomed out into 
,he campaign iusigua which are so familiar 
to the American public on presidential 
years, but have heretofore been unknown 
a "off years." Yesterday unless you 
isited the hotels or the state house you 


would not have dreamed that a state conven- 
tion was being held. There was not even 
any excitement over the contest for the 
nomination for state treasurer. A tew of 
the innocent grangers had been deluded into 
the belief that Cicero J. Liudley, tUe F. M. 
B. A. candidate would be nominated, but 
;hose who were on the inside knew that 
the slate had been made out, and that the 
convention had only been called together to 
give formal indorsement to the candidates 
and tiie platform of the Cullom-Piter-Tau- 
ner bosses. 


After the convention was called to order 


the spectacle was even more pitiable than 
before, and the contrast with the demo- 
cratic convention was more striking. The 
convention was called to order by Chairman 
Martin of the state committee, who tried to 
make a speech. He seemed very much sur- 
prised to find that every county was repre- 
sented and he expressed his gratification at 
the fact. Tliis was an "off year" he said, 
when there were no great political issues at 
stake, and only a few candidates to be nom- 
inated. He seemed to think it a bore that 
it was necessary to hold a state convention 
at all. He nominated Horace Clark of 
Coles county as temporary chairman. 


(Plark read his address from manuscript. 


It had very evidently been prepared with 
great care, and was intended, BO far as on 
outsider could discern, to break the news as 
gently as possible to the convention, that it 
had been decided that the convention was to 
put Itself on record just as little as possible 
and then adjourn. The predictions he made 
about what the convention would do were so 
remarkably fulfilled as to justify the conclu 
slon either that the temporary chairman is 
entitled to rank among the prophets or tha' 
he was simply reading a program that had 
been written out for him. 


What a contrast 
between 
this dry 


and 
prosy statement and 
the 
urigh 


and scintillating exposition ot democrat!* 
principles laid down off hand by Joe Mann 
three weeks a*o. Nothing could have been 
more depressing than Clark's select reading 
and the effect upon the vast audience visa, 
very curious. Tlie delegates seemed to real 
ize that they were there for the purpose ol 
getting up some enthusiasm for the ap 
proachiug campaign, and they tried In vain i> 
nnd some period where applause would lit in 
The name of Lincoln was greeted with very 
feeble applause. Grant fared a trifle better 
and even the mention of Logan's name 
evoked merely perfunctory applause. Private 
joe could hardly complain, for he had got as 
much applause as Lincoln, but Harrison— 
the convention had been sweltering In pro 
fuse perspiration, but the mention of the 
president's name caused such, a cold wav< 
that several of the delegates arose and pui 
on their coats. In dead earnest the Indiana 
statesman didn't get a dozen hands. His post- 
masters were evidently at home, and there 
was nobody else who cared to do a thing so 
rash as to venture a demonstration In his 
favor. 


How different was the scene at the demo- 


cratic convention when delegates got upon 
chairs and waved their coats and banners 
and threw their hats across the room am 
yelled for five minutes at a time, at the 
slightest reference to their great leader, 
Qrover Cleveland, »nd the champion of ttie 
Illinois 
democracy, John 
M. Palmer 


Blalne's name was not mentioned yesterday, 
but it is doubtful if even his magnetic name 
would have been sufficient to dispel the 
graveyard gloom which settled down upon 
the convention before Clark had uttered 
half a dozen sentences. 


Here are some of the sentiment* that were 


given the poor republicans to serve as inspi- 
ration for the coming light. 


'*?e can trust the matter of free school 


IrgiMgtion to our state legislature which to 
fully able to decide upon all the questions 
that may arise. (This, it will be observed 
was aftervtiggs changed by the committee 
on resolutions^for the school question 
proved to be the only thing that they mus- 
tered up courage enough to express an 
opinion on.) 


We have plenty of able men in the repub- 


lican party, and we have such confidence in 
the rapubllcan members of the state legis- 
lature that we are willing to trust to them 
to select our United States senators.

He first stated that the convention had 


assembled to declare the principles of the 
republican party and to nominate men who 
would represent those principles, and then 
devoted the rest of his address to showing 
that no declaration of principles was neces- 
sary. 


He made a few desultory and scattering 


charges against railroads, trusts and corpo- 
rations generally, and closed with the su- 
premely redlculous statement that the pro- 
tective policy of the republican party should 
and would be extended alike over every 
industry In the country. 
He also talked, 


or rather read, pensions awhile. When be 
concluded he did get considerable applause, 
jut the reason for it was so obvious as to 
destroy its complimentary value. 


Members of the different committees 


were appointed and a recess till 2:30 was 
taken to give them time to report. 


ATTBBNOON SESSION. 


The committee on credentials reported 


and the committee on permanent organiza- 
ion reported in favor of Gen. John M. 
McNnlta for permanent chairman. This 
name brought more applause than any other 
name during tno convention which would 
seem to. Indicate that the republicans realize 
hat somewhere and somehow a mistake 
las been made. Another remarkable fact 
n this connection is that the permanent 
chairmanship was all that McLean could 
asked for. This was generally commented 
on. Our Jason was chairman of the com- 
mittee on permanent organization, and he 
seemed to take a very great pleasure in re- 
porting McNulta's name. 
The fact that 


Mvatejoe Fifer was sitting behind the 
chairman at the time may have served to 
heighten Jason's gratification. 


A committee was appointed to conduct 


he general to the chair, but as much as 
five minutes elapsed before he could be 
louud. In the meantime half a dozen dele- 
gates amused themselves by calling out 
•Fifer, Fifer," and demanding a speech 
!rom "Privatejoe." The governor had the 
good judgment to remain 
in the back 


ground. 


Perhaps McNulta's delay was due to the 


fact that he was off in some committee 
room getting pointers as to what should be 
said.and what should not be referred to. 
At any rate there seemed to be a marked 
contrast upon the general's speech, and for 
ills or some other reason he did not sustain 
bis reputation as an orator. 


He followed closely in the path marked 


out by the temporary chairman.. He said 
,he convention was not there to nominate a 
U. S. senator but they would leave the mat- 
Mr with the legislature as the constitution 
has left It 


The general spoke of the school question 


and he too was not fully in accord with the 
party platform on this question. AlcNuIta 
said that the republican party insists that 
the people of America uiust be Americans, 
and must be taught to speak, read and 
write in English. While the platform, as will 
)e seen afterward, demands the repeal of 
such part of the school law as permits public 
supervision over private schools. 


The general was also of the opinion that 


the convention need say nothing on na- 
tional questions, that Is for the congress- 
men to take care of. "On industrial ques- 
tions," said he, "It Is unimportant whether 
you speak or remain silent. The people 
already know that the republican party Is 
the champion of the Industrial classes. 


'The republican party is in favor of la- 


borers receiving reasonable pay for reason' 
able hours of labor and demands that he 
shall be paid in cash so that he can go to 
the market where lie can get the most for 
the money. 


THE REVIEW doesn't believe the general 


meant exactly what he said because lie is 
too much of a high taril) man, but be said 
it just the same. 


The general closed his speech witli a 


climax on the pension question. 


Ai this point a resolution that had been 


offered in the morning by a colored delegate 
from Cook 
county

quashed was rehabilitated and biought 
before the convention. It provided for tin 
selection by the convention of four mem- 
bers at large of the state committee. The 
resolutiou was tabled, but then D. II. 
Morris, another colored delegate from Cook, 
arose and gave the convention to under- 
stand in pretty plain terms that this retain 
tion was introduced for the purpose of get- 
ting a negro on the stale committee aud the 
matter being put on in this light, the con- 
vention was obliged to go back on its for 
mer action and a new motion to elect two 
members at large was carried. 
Morris was 


made one of them and the friends of A. W 
Jones took advantage of the opportunity tt 
secure the place for him. When Jones was 
nominated our Jason attain distinguihhet 
himself by getting recognised aud Miyiu 
that he understood the motion to provid 
that both the commltU-emen to be electee 
should be negroes. 


L1JSDLKV I.AIU OUT. 


Nominations for state treasurer were nex 


declared in order and here the smooth wort 
of the bosses was again evident. The; 
wanted to secure the nomination of Ambeig 
and they feared the effect of one or two 
flay speeches in behalf of Lludley, the far 
Biers' candidate. So a motion was rustiec 
through dispensing with ail nominating 
speeches., The following names were then 
placed in nomination: 


Franz Arnberg of Cook, George W 


Brown of Fayette, J. C. Willis of Massac, 
Conrad Segrest of Iroquols, Cicero Lnul 
ley of Bond. 
McLean had no candidate. 


The first ballot occupied a long time, a1 


many of the counties divided upbetweer 
all the candidates. There was very littk 
enthusiasm one way or the other. Lindley 
got 58 votes from Cook on the first ballot 
but it was evident to all that if these votes 
would have done him any good lit; wouli 
never have been able to get them. There 
•was no choice on the first ballot, 4«4 \otei 
being necessary to nominate. The result 
was announced m follows: 


Amberg, 410; Lindley, 285: Segrist, KJ1 


Brocon, 78; Willis, 78. 


The second ballot Amberg gained stead- 


ily and in"nearly every county, and before 
the roll was one-fourth through he had re- 
ceived more than the necessary number ol 
votes. A motion to dispense with further 
calling of the roll aud declaring Amberg the 
nominee by acclamation was defeated, but 
after the roll was finished a similar motion 
panged before the result was announced. 


There were calls for a speech from Ain- 


burg, but this was hurriedly choked off foi 
some unexplained reasons and before the 
delegates knew what there was up they had 
also nominated by acclamation for state 
superintendent of public Instruction, Dr. 
Hicbard Edwards, the man who drew up 
the school law which the same delegates a 
few minutes later voted should be repealed 
in all its objectionable features. 


After six or seven nominations and an 


hour spent in calling the roll, C. G. Neeley, 
of Cook, W. A. Mansfield, of Woodford, 
and Charles Bennett, of Coles county were 
nominated for trustees of the state univer- 
sity. 


THE PLATFORM. 


Then the report of the committee on reso- 


lutions was read and adopted In toto. 


It proved to be a very remarkable docu- 


ment, remarkable hi what it did say,.*ul 
even more remarkable' in what It cajjlta 
omitted to say. There was no anawnjfipMhe 
laborer's demand for an eight liouTi 
nothing about the inline tax, uotlilhi 
about removing present restrictions from 
coinage 
of 
silver, 
nothing 
about 


electing U. S. senator* by direct vote of the 
people; nothing about electing warehouse 
commissioners by the people; nothing about 
putting interest on the people's money into 
the public treasury; nothing at • I! about 
any of these things, and but very little on 
any of tbe groat burning questions of to- 
day. There was a resolution in favor of 
the Australian ballot system. Let us give 
them a credit mark for this, although they 
had to accompany it with a lot ot balder- 
dash about a free and honest ballot and a 
fair and honest count, and to follow It 
with an ludorMoicat of th* Inftmoui and 


unconstitutional election law that is now 
before congre»s. 
You may be sure they 


didn't make any reference to tbe gerry- 
nanders by which the republican party has 
< 


been able to muzzle democratic votes in the 
north. 


The next resolution "pointed with pride" 


0 the laws on the statute book enacted by 
he republican legislatures, 
in favor of la- 


borers, to secure their protection IB reason- 
able working hours, etc. 


Then followed a long string of meaning- 


ess verbiage about common carriers, trusts 
and corporations, all of which A intended 
to make up for the failure to answer the 
definite demands made by the laborer's and 
farmer's federation upon 
both political 


>arties, and which demands the democrats 
met fairly and squarely. 


The party is made to reaffirm its devotion 


to civil service reform, and to commend the 
efforts of the present administration (Clark- 
son?) to enforce it. 


Here's the way they slipped out of the 


coinage question: 


We endorse the National platform of 1888 


and favor the use of both gold and sliver. 


And thus do they tackle protection, with- 


out mentioning the McKinley bill or taking 
up the challenge which the democratic con- 
vention i;ave them.

They forgot to say ^anything about ship 


subsidies. 


The disability pension bill was approved 


with a lot of taffy to please the voters who 
want pensions.

Hy this time the coveution was pretty 


welljtired out and they adjourned.
